On reference to the last annual report of the Board of Administrators of the Ho S p-_ 

tal. it will be found that tlie estimated expenses for the year 1843 was put down, ^ 

#35,634, while the estimated revenue from all sources was fixed at $18,000, being ( 

ien<-y of S17.58S, which added to the outstanding debt on the 1st January, l^ g 

of $6^,310 60, would leave a debt at the dose of that year of 879,998 60. 

To retrieve ihe finances of the institution from so prostrated a condition, iho rep ort 
proposes that the tax on passengers for the benefit of the Hospital be angmented, Bn j 
the opinion is expressed that an amount corresponding to the wants of the institmjQj 
would be obtained from that source. These suggestions were acted upon by the Legj B . 
lature, and the tax on passengers was increased to a sura deemed sufficient to euppi. 
the current expenses of the Institution, under an economical administration >'f its a p 
faire, but thuso expectations have not been realized, from causes which the Board ^j 
Administration deem worthy the attention of the Legislature. 

Very soon after the law increasing the tax on passengers was published, the csptaint 
of hoats descending the river frustrated its force and effect by landing their passeng er} 
at the city of Cjafayetie, and the parish of St Bernard j others not having so convenient 
moans of avoiding the law, refused a compliance therewith, on the ground that it vja» 
lated the provisions of the Constitution of the United States. The issue they made 
sflBT a decision by the First District Court in favor of the Institution, taken, by 
appeal to the Supreme Court of this State. An opinion was pronounced by that tribij. 



Hal in J uue last, recognizing in the Legislature of this Stale power to lay a tax on pas- 
sengers, but declaring so much of the law as made it obligatory on the captains of as- 
sets to collect and pay over such tax to be in contravention of the Constitution of the 
United States and of no effect. An application was made by the Counsel of the Insti- 
tution for a reconsideration of that opinion, which, on the 9th of J anunry, was granted 
by the Court. Should that tribunal persist in their construction of the powers of your 
honorable body, the law as it now exists, will prove little else than a dead letter. The 
relief to the destitnte and. afflicted intended by the establishment of a Charity Hospi- 
tal, cannot be effectually administered without means adequate to the end. Since the 
repeal of the laws licensing gambling, the Institution has been without any permanent 
resources. Since that period, the provision marie by the Legislature has always been 
short of that required by the necessity of the patients. In the mean time, the buildings 
are suffering for want of repair, particularly the roof of the main buildinp, which is in a 
situation 90 dilapidated as to excite serious apprehensions, and the Administrators have 
been compelled to defer various changes and improvements highly important (o the 
welfare of the inmates. The impropriety and the cruelty of placing the small pox pa- 
tients under the same roof willi the insane, has been felt and regretted by the Board of 
Administration. With equal regret have they submitted to the necessity which requires 
all surgical operations to be performed in the ward of the patients, with a defective 
light, while in all similar institutions, in other places, an apartment is specially provided 
for the purpose. It is evident that tliese important changes can be accomplished at a 
comparatively small expense, but while the debt of the Institution is at its present mag- 
nitude, and the want of resources adequate to the disbursements for the daily wants of 
the inmates, such improvements and the necessary repairs to the buildings of the In- 
stitution, must bo left until more ample provision be made bylaw,
